Senate Committee 
Considers Rules 
For Nixon Trial 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Rules Committee is hearing specific 
proposals for overhauling its 
im­ 
peachment trial rules against what 
some see as an uncertain backdrop of 
Senate support for President Nixon. 
The committee is going into closed 
session to hear from nine senators 
today in the first of two such sessions 
to take testimony before drafting 
recommendations to be used if the 
House impeaches Nixon. 
Meanwhile, there were estimates 
within the Senate that there are 
neither 67 sure Senate votes for con­ 
viction. nor 34 needed for acquittal. 
Experienced head-counters believe 
that if Nixon escapes conviction it will 
be on a vote where his foes mustered a 
clear majority but fell short of the 
required two-thirds. 
On the House side, where debate on 
impeachment may begin Aug. 19,

Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., in 
prepared testimony, urged the com­ 
mittee to set rules to insure the Senate 
can subpoena the tapes and documents 
of 64 White House conversations being 
supplied special prosecutor Leon 
.Jaworski under last m onth’s 8-0 
Supreme Court ruling. 
Other scheduled witnesses today 
included Sens. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D- 
N.C., Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, Lee 
Metcalf, D-Mont., Daniel K. Inouye, D- 
Hawaii, Robert T. Stafford, R-Vt., Wil­ 
liam H athaw ay, D-M aine, Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C , and William L. Scott, 
R-Va. 
In his testimony, Mondale urged that 
all proceedings in any impeachment 
trial take place in public, and on radio 
and television, including the final 
debate between senators that w ould be 
in closed session under current rules.

Phone Strike Averted

reached tentative agreement on a $3- 
billion, three-year contract, averting a 
nationwide telephone strike scheduled 
for today.

bers employed by the Western Electric 
Co., a Bell subsidiary, rejected the 
ten tativ e agreem ent 
and

The tentative agreement covers the

Com m unications 
Workers of America, IBEW members 
employed directly by Bell and a group 
of 35 smaller independent unions. 
An IBEW spokesman said 80,000 
IBEW members work for Western 
Electric and another 65,000 work 
directly for Bell. Negotiators for IBEW 
members at Western Electric rejected 
the 
ten tativ e 
settlem ent 
while 
negotiators for 
IBEW m em bers 
working for Bell accepted it. 
A Western Electric spokesman said 
IBEW members had set up pickets at 
IO of the 15 Western Electric plants 
employing IBEW members. 
He said pickets had been set up at 
plants in Chicago; Montgomery, 111.;

2 Cons, 2 Hostages Killed 
In Texas Prison Gun Battle 


HUNTSVILLE. Tex. (AP) - They 
were .shooting the hostages inside the 
shield contraption and they were firing 
at us through a slit. All hell broke 
loose.” 
Texas Ranger Capt. G.W. Burks 
gave that description of the bloody 
climax to a Texas State Prison escape 
attempt iii which drug smuggler Fred 
Gomez Carrasco, his convict partner 
Rudolf Dominguez and two handcuffed 
women hostages died Saturday night. 
Justice of the Peace J.W. Beeler 
issued a preliminary ruling Sunday 
that Carrasco and Dominguez com­ 
mitted suicide after .shooting their hos­ 
tages, Mrs. Elizabeth Beseda, 47. 
handcuffed to Carrasco, and Mrs. 
Julia 
Standley, 
handcuffed 
to 
Dominguez. 
The two women ‘"were among 12 
hostages held for ll days by Carrasco 
and his confederates, who pulled guns 
in the library of the “Walls” unit of the 
prison rn a bid for freedom. They 
initially held 16 hostages, but three 


were let go and one escaped. 
“ At no time was there any thought 
given to the granting of any illegal 
freedom to any captor," said prison 
systems director W.J. Estelle. He 
described Saturday as “one of the 
meanest days anyone ever spent in 
public service.” 
Burks and other officers inside the 
prison yard said the four persons died 
inside a crude “ T rojan H orse” 
Carrasco had constructed of black- 
boards and thick lawbooks. The shield, 
designed to get Carrasco from the 
library to an armored getaway car, 
collapsed as officers fired at it and 
tried to topple it with powerful water 
hoses. 
In the midst of the violence, LL 
Willard Stewart of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Corrections (TDC) rushed out 
into the courtyard of the prison and cut 
the ropes which bound the eight other 
hostages, who had been forced by the 
convicts to surround the 
wooden 
shield. 
Italian Train Blast

Parts of an alarm clock 
used as a timing device and traces of 
TNT and plastic explosive were found 
in the charred and bloody wreckage of 
one passenger car. 
The bombing, which followed a long 
series of terrorist acts in Italy, raised 
new fears that extremists were try ing 
to throw the country into turmoil at a 
time of serious economic difficulty. 
Trade union leaders called an eight-

strike 
throughout 
Bologna province and strikes of up to 
four hours in the rest of the country. 
The bomb went off as the train, 
heading for Brenner on the Austrian 


liorder, passed through a tunnel be­ 
tween Bologna and Florence. 
The unions said in a statement that 
the bombing “was undoubtedly part of 
the criminal plan being hatched by the 
Fascists.” 


In April, a time bomb hidden in a 
trash can exploded during an anti- 
Fascist rally 
in Brescia, north of 
Bologna, killing seven persons. Police 
blam ed rightw ing ex trem ists but 
made no arrests. 
The Sunday blast went off around 
1:30 a.m. as the 17-car train sped 
through an 11-mile tunnel. ’The train 
carried more than 1,000 passengers — 
mostly Italians on their way from 
Rome to vacations in Austria, Swit­ 
zerland and West Germany. 
The blast tore the roof off the fifth 
car of the train and set another on fire. 
Passengers jumped from the cars as 
the train emerged from the tunnel and 
coasted to the San Benedetto Val di 
Sambro station a half-mile down the 
track. 
By early today, only three of the 
dead had been positively identified, all 
members of a family named Russo 
from Merano, Italy. 
Senate Impeachment Trial 
Would Hamper Campaigning 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Republican 
Sen. Robert Dole says that if he has to 
spend 
October 
at 
a 
Senate 
im­ 
peachment trial of President Nixon, 
his Democratic opponent in Novem­ 
ber's election also should be there. 
“With the possibility of an extended 
trial, those who are potential jurors 
ought to 
be 
there,” 
the 
Kansas 
Republican said in an interview. 
Democratic leaders have talked of 
inviting senators elected in November 
to watch the proceedings in case the 
trial runs into the new Congress. 
•But Sen. Robert C. Byrd thinks 
Dole’s idea goes a little far. “One could 
carry that to a ridiculous conclusion,’’ 
the assistant Democratic leader said. 
“We don't expect it to go over until 
next year. Between November and 
January , they would have ample time 
to catch up.” 
Dole, however, was seeking to deal 
with a problem that is facing 24 of the 
IOO senators. They are running for re­ 
election this fall. 


Under the present impeachment 
schedule, the trial would be starting in 
the weeks before the election, limiting 
them to Sunday campaigning at the 
most. 


In the meantime, their opponents 
would be spending their time seeking 
votes. 


As a result, the candidate-senators 
are making their plans now on the 
assumption there will indeed be an 
impeachment trial. 
“ I think you’ve got to make a con­ 
tingency plan, as unpalatable as that 
might be,” said Sen. Peter Dominick, 
R-Colo. “ You can’t afford to not be 
here.” 


“ I’d prefer to move the Senate to 
Colorado,” he said. “When you get out 
West, people would prefer to see you at 
home instead of in Washington.” 
However, Sen. George McGovern, D- 
S.D., facing perhaps the toughest fight 
of any Democratic incumbent, thinks 
the voters will understand.

Talks Enter 
Forth Day 
On Cyprus

Talks on the demarcation of cease­ 
fire lines and buffer zones on Cyprus 
between Greek Cypriot and Turkish 
forces entered a fourth day today as 
truce agreements remained largely 
inoperative.

force, who are conducting the talks, 
took their search for firm cease-fire 
lines to the battle zones on Sunday.

Cypriot and Turkish Cypriot sections 
of Nicosia. 
The U N. role in the peace effort 
apparently

Sunday. A late-night press briefing on 
the deliberations was given by a 
secretary of the British High Com­ 
mission in Nicosia, instead of by U.N. 
spokesman Rudolf Stajduhar as usual, 
after a British official announced that 
the United Nations henceforth would 
be in an “observer status.” 
In an earlier briefing, Stajduhar had 
referred to the work of the officers as 
“the four-party talks,” but when the 
British 
spokesm an, 
Geoffrey 
Stephens, took over, he called it 
“tripartite talks.” 
Asked to explain the change, both 
S tajduhar and Stephens declined 
comment. In New York, a spokesman 
for U N. S ecretary-G eneral Kurt 
Waldheim said he knew nothing about 
a downgraded U.N. presence. 
Greece, Turkey and Britain are

I .ast Thursday the commander of a 
Turkish infantry battalion that moved 
into Bellapais shoved a submachine 
gun against the stomach of one of six 
Finnish United Nations soldiers based 
at Bellapais Abbey. 
“Get out," shouted the Turk. “ I don’t 
want you here.” 
As the U.N men left, the Turkish 
troops began separating nearly 1,500 
civilians gathered at the abbey, 
traditionally a sanctuary. 
The young and middle-aged men 
were shoved into trucks and driven 
aw av to a still-undisclosed location 


The women, who the day before had 
told this reporter that they feared 
death if the U.N. force moved out, 
were taken to the Bellapais Hotel at 
the edge of town. They spent the first 
night with as many as 40 to a double 
room. 


The next morning the women were 
told that three Turkish soldiers had 
been shot i i i the back during the night. 
Their bodies had been found in Bel- 
lapais with crosses carved on their 
chests, and the inference was that 
Christian Greek Cypriot guerrillas had 
sneaked down from the mountains to 


wreak vengeance on the 
Moslem 
Turks. 
The United 
N ations has been 
prevented from approaching Bellapais 
by Turkish patrols, but our press car 
rolled unhindered Sunday along the 
dusty road to the town. 
A busload of w omen passed by us to 
the center of town, from where they 
were being permitted to go home and 
collect food and clothes. 
“We are letting ab the women get 
what they please,” a Turkish officer 
said. “We wish them no harm. 
“We are not looting, but they are 
stealing from us. ' he said 


Most of the women were assembled 
at the hotel. They crowded around, 
sweating in the 100-degree sun. They 
estimated about 600 adults and several 
hundred children were at the hotel and 
complained about the lack of water 
and food. 
“ But this is w a r,” the Turkish officer 
protested. 
The only water source was a con­ 
crete drainage ditch through which 
water flowed swiftly, and some Greek 
women knelt beside it to wash clothes. 
Turkish soldiers poured drinking 
water for other women 


‘We have as much as we can expect. 


I suppose,” said Toulla Staridou, a 
pretty housewife. “But I want my 
husband back. I will not leave ’til 
then.” 
Her husband and other men ap­ 
parently were taken to an open air 
detention camp in the plains outside 
Nicosia, U.N. personnel said. The new 
ceasefire agreement on Cyprus calls* 
for the release of such prisoners. 
Other women at the hotel said they 
had been treated well. “We have been 
overcrowded, but the troops have not 
harmed us. In fact, they have been 
nice,” 
said 
Maroula 
Antoniou, 
a 
government worker from Nicosia.

A m m e r Denies 
Three Shock 
Probations 


Judge William Ammer denied three 
motions for shock probation in com­ 
mon pleas court Friday. Under the 
shock probation statute, a person 
incarcerated for a pre-determined 
time may apply for suspension of 
further execution of the sentence. 
The original intention of the statue 
was for first offenders who will be 
shocked by the life in the penal in­ 
stitution and will be therefore unlikely 
to commit another offense 
Shock probation was denied to I.arry 
E. Fetherolf who was originally 
sentenced by Ammer to a term of 2-5 
years at the Mansfield Reformatory 
for Men on a charge of aggravated 
vehicular homicide.

Unemployment 
Rises Slightly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate showed little 
change from June to July, rising 
slightly from 5.2 to 5.3 Der cent, the 
government reported. 
Unemployment has hovered be­ 
tween 5 per cent and 5.2 per cent since 
the beginning of the year. July’s in­ 
crease was not considered significant 
by the I^abor Department. 
The relative stability in the em­ 
ployment situation was good news for 
the Nixon administration which had 
predicted increases in the jobless 
situation this summer. 
The administration’s chief economic 
coordinator, Kenneth Rush, told 
Congress Monday that President 
Nixon’s policies of economic restraint 
and budget cuts were likely to cause 
the unemployment rate to move up to 
between 5.5 per cent and 6 per cent by 
the 
year’s 
end. 
Some 
private 
economists, among them Walter 
Heller, are predicting higher rates. 
Heller, chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers under President’s 
Kennedy and Johnson, predicted in 
testimony before Congress Thursday 
an unemployment rate of about seven 
per cent by next year. 
“ The old-time religion of skyhigh 
money costs and tight budgets will be 
relatively ineffectual in taming in­ 
flation, short of draconian budget 
slashes, tax boosts and dangerously 
tight money,” Heller said. 
The inflation rate now is about ll per 
cent and Heller predicted it will be no 
lower than 7 per cent or 8 per cent by 
next winter.

Eagleton, D-Mo., announced plans to 
work for Senate passage of a resolution 
to establish a bipartisan Emergency 
Task Force on the Economy to provide 
—within 30 days—a national blueprint 
for dealing with current economic 
programs. 
“ It would be my hope that Congress 
would unite in support of a nonpartisan 
effort to carry out such measures as 
the task force may propose,’’ Eagleton 
said. 
Heller said, “ There is no quick fix 
for inflation in 1974 and perhaps not in 
1975, 1976, and 1977.” ,

He said the nation can look for some 
subsiding in the inflation rate as the 
prices of fuel, raw materials and food 
taper off and as the price boom caused 
by the ending of controls runs out of 
steam. 
“ But get-ahead price increases and 
catch-up wage increases are trans­ 
lating a lot of the one-shot food-fuel- 
commodity inflation into a new price- 
wage spiral,” Heller said. 
Taking the Nixon program of 
restraints to their logical end, he said, 
would “ condemn us to deep and 
prolonged unemployment, and losses 
of production, profits and income— 
costs that a democratic society will not 
and should not tolerate.” 
And he said that if the program of 
restraint is overly sustained, it can 
undermine some built-in defenses 
against inflation. 
Unlike many other economists, he 
proposed a “ carefully targeted” tax 
reduction of from $6 billion to $8 billion 
offset by new revenues created by 
loophole-plugging tax reform. 
Wbite House Eyes Creation 
Of Cost Of Living Agency 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Conceding 
there is no immediate hope of lowering 
the cost of living, the Nixon ad­ 
ministration is asking Congress to 
create an agency to monitor wage and 
price increases. 


The “ Cost of Living Task Force” 
would have none of the wage-price 
control authority held by the Cost of 
Living Council, which went out of exis­ 
tence June 30. 
Instead, the new agency would pull 
together data needed to dissuade 
business and labor when demands for 
higher wages and prices threaten the 
fight against inflation and shortages. 
The call for the new agency, issued 
Friday by the White House, was 
among the first specific inflation- 
fighting steps taken by the 
ad­ 
ministration since authority to control 
wages and prices expired April 30. 
Even as the White House was urging 
form ation of the new task force, 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
was telling the congressional Joint 
Economic Committee that President 
Nixon’s policy of budgetary restraint 
will take time to show results. 


“ The best we can hope for right now 
is just to maintain the present price 
structure and avoid further in­ 
creases,” Simon said. 
Initial congressional reaction to the 
monitoring-agency proposal was 
favorable, even though Congress 
earlier this year rejected such an idea 
when, with the backing of business and 
labor, it allowed wage-price controls to 
expire. 
However, Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D- 
Tex., who on Wednesday outlined 
Democratic economic proposals to a 
nationwide television audience, said he 
doubts a monitoring agency that works 
out of the White House “ can inspire the 
support and confidence necessary to 
successfully discourage inflationary 
wage and price hikes.” 
Until Friday, the administration had 
been urging budget restraint as its 
only weapon against inflation.

Nova’s statement is in the open files 
of the Senate Watergate Committee, 
along with a copy of a letter in which 
Chestnut requested the co-op’s lobby­ 
ist, Bob A. lilly, to pay the bills. 
Also included are two cancelled 
corporate checks for $6,000 each and a 
statement that Lilly sent the checks to 
Chestnut for forwarding to the adver­ 
tising firm. 
Chestnut has invoked the Fifth 
Amendment and refused to testify to 
the Senate committee about corporate 
payments to the Humphrey campaigns 
in 1970 and 1972. Humphrey has denied 
knowledge of the corporate money. 
Nova worked as a political ad­ 
vertising specialist for the now- 
bankrupt firm of Icemen & Newell, 
headquartered in New York. 
He said in his statement that he 
advised the Humphrey campaign on 
preparation of advertising materials. 
“ Early in the campaign I received a 
telephone call from the Humphrey 
campaign manager, Jack Chestnut, 
who requested that I^ennen & Newell 
submit its next regular monthly in­ 
voice to an organization he identified 
as the ‘American Milk Producers,’ 
rather than directly to the campaign 
headquarters.” 
Dry Weather 
Damaging To 
Hay Crop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Although 
com, soybeans and wheat will get the 
hardest looks when the Agriculture 
Department releases a new crop pro­ 
duction report soon, the 1974 hay crop 
also is a big item. 
Production 
already 
has 
been 
severely reduced by drought in the 
Southwest and dry weather rn many 
other parts of the country. And with 
grain prices climbing again, livestock 
producers need all the normally 
cheaper forage they can get. 
The department in July estimated 
the 1974 acreage of all types of hay this 
year at 60.5 million acres, down 3 per 
cent from last year. The first pro­ 
duction estimate will be included in the 
general crop report on Aug. 12. 
Meantime, there are signs that hay 
prices already have shot up as the 
result of poor weather. As of July 15, 
USDA reported this week, all types of 
baled hay averaged $48.20 per ton, 
compared with $47.70 in June. That 
was still down from $54 in May, 
however. 
To make matters worse, a scarcity 
of baling wire and twine has caused 
prices for those items to soar. I^ast 
month, for example a 40-pound bale of 
twine averaged $27.IO nationally 
against $8.96 just a year earlier.

Essentially, the oceans of 
this planet are boundaryless. 
Their 
waters 
intermingle 
through great distances. Fish 
and 
other 
living 
creatures 
which are found in them are as 
free as the birds. Navigation 
and research in the oceans 
traditionally has been open to 
all comers. 
Now that is about to change. 
Representatives of most of the 
countries meeting in Caracas 
to discuss international water 
rights have agreed on a 200- 
mile economic zone in the 
oceans. Whether the un wieldly 
conference can 
produce a 


working mechanism to en­ 
force its decision at this point 
appears doubtful. 


But as one result of the 
conference, 
the 
number of 
countries adopting a 200-mile 
jurisdiction claim over ocean 
boundaries is likely to in­ 
crease. Many of the un­ 
derdeveloped inland countries 
also are showing a strong 
determination to assert claims 
to ocean minerals and other 
riches, regardless of who 
discovers them.

NEW YORK — America’s ne west- 
grouped minority, the more than 
11.000.000 citizens who are physically 
or mentally handicapped, is on the 
move, militantly determined never to 
be ignored again. 
In wheelchairs, on crutches, and by 
tapping canes they are advancing 
toward a day when their rights to 
better education and equal job op­ 
portunities can no longer be denied 
them. 
Their crusade for acceptance into 
the mainstream of American life has 
taken many forms. A recent U.S. News 
& World Report study focussed on the 
variety of the attack: 
— About IOO handicapped tied up 
traffic in midtown Manhattan during 
the gasoline rationing and won a 
dispensation from the state’s then 
existing odd-and-even distribution 
program. 
— A major airline has been sued 
because one of its agents wouldn’t 
permit the president of the World 
Association to Remove Prejudice 
Against the Handicapped (W A R­ 
PATH! to board a plane because he 
was rn a wheelchair. 
— A paraplegic’s suit against the 
still building Washington, D.C., sub­ 
way system will result in the in­ 
stallation of a $68,000,000 elevator 
complex for use by those who cannot 
cope with the systems steps and 
escalators. 
— In response to a court action by 
another paraplegic, the city of 
Cleveland has provided ramps and 
other features for the handicapped in 
its public 
buildings, present and 
future. Other cities are following suit. 
— Scores of handicapped persons 
attending the President’s Committee 
on Employment of the Handicapped in 
Washington last year kept an all-night 
vigil at the I lincoln Memorial to 
protest President Nixon’s veto of a 
Congressional bill to help the han­ 
dicapped. The President later ap­ 
proved a modified version of the bill. 
The Vietnamese War has largely 
faded from the public’s consciousness 
in two short years. But that war left in 
its wake some 320,000 wounded, tens of 
thousands of whom found and are still 
finding difficulty getting jobs. 
The nation’s first real census of its 
halt and blind was not taken until 1970. 
It showed 3,500,000 retarded persons, 
1.800.000 paralyzed or physically 
deformed, 1,400,000 cardiacs and 
hypertensives, 1,000,000 arthritics, 
900.000 deaf, 700,000 blind, and 2,000,000 
victims of myriad other physical 
problems. 
It is shameful page iiT the otherwise 
compassionate annals of the country 
that 21 per cent of the handicapped 
were living below the poverty level of 
1970 (as opposed to 14 per cent of the 
population as a whole), 42 per cent of

the adult handicapped were employed 
(against 53 per cent of the total), 22 per 
cent had not been able to complete the 
eighth grade (vs. 14 per cent), and only 
5 per cent had gone through college 
(vs. 9 per cent for the ‘ whole” 
.Americans). 
But now their voices are being heard 
more clearly in Washington, thanks in 
part to their long-time champion, Sen. 
Jennings Randolph, the West Virginia 
Democrat who chairs the Sub­ 
committee on the Handicapped. He 
has been rn the comer of the han­ 
dicapped for three decades and more, 
and he and his committeemen can 
point to achievements that would have 
been unthinkable in the hard-hearted 
past. 
Section 503 of the Rehabilitation Act 
of 1973 now requires that every firm 
holding a contract with the federal 
government for $2,500 or more not 
discriminate against any applicant or 
employee because of a handicap. The 
firm must obey what is called the 
Affirmative Action Gause, which calls 
for equal opportunity for the han­ 
dicapped employee in such matters as 
promotions, 
training, 
transfers, 
salaries, and working conditions. A 
handicapped worker is given a new 
right to file a complaint to the nearest 
office of the Employment Standards 
Administration of the I .abor Depart­ 
ment anv time he or she feels that 


there has been discrimination. 
Eighteen states now have similar 
laws. Thus, doors are being opened 
that were slammed in the faces of the 
handicapped since time immemorial. 
Business and industry have been 
getting the signal in increasing 
numbers. 


The Institute of Industrial laun­ 
derers employs 600 mentally retarded. 
Ninety-four per cent had perfect at­ 
tendance records, at last count. There 
had been only ten accidents, nine of 
them inconsequential. Many of the 
office building cleaners in Portland, 
Ore., are retarded. The word is that 
Portland has the cleanest offices of 
any city in the land. DuPont now has 
1.400 handicapped on its payrolls, 90 
per cent of them rated average-or- 
better in job performance. About 300 of 
the 800 employees of a Fairchild 
electronics plant in New Mexico are 
handicapped. A Duluth, Minn., food 
processing firm, Jeno’s, Inc., employs 
1,000 deaf, blind, paraplegics and 
mentally retarded. Bulova has been 
employing wounded vets since just 
after World War II. 


Straight federal aid to many han­ 
dicapped persons continues. But by the 
time the budget is split the money is a 
pittance to most individuals. These 
Americans don’t want a handout; they 
demand a hand up.

Toy Library 
Caters To 
Retarded 


BLO O M FIELD , Conn. (AF) 
Tooting tugboats, a wooden doll house 
and a “ Feeley Meeiey” box are among 
items that can be checked out from a 
toy library for mentally handicapped 
children. 


The toy library opened Friday and is 
called T R EES (Teaching Resources 
for Educating Exceptiona. Children). 
“ It’s the first such library for the 
retarded in the state where you can go 
to take a toy out,” said Bene Tobey, 
supervisor of state health libraries 
who originated the library idea. 


Trees got off the ground with $1,500 
and the loan of a librarian from the 
state library. It is at the North 
Central Regional Center, an agency 
that helps the mentally retarded and 
their families. 


The tov library operates like a 
traditional book library. Parents 
check out toys for home use and get an 
evaluation card to tell the center’s 
instructors how the child liked the toy, 
flow long he played with it and whether 
it required supervision. 
The toys serve as teaching materials 
for retarded children, many of whom 
have great difficulty grasping and 
holding objects. 
Paula Szabo, the center’s director of 
educational services, said medical 
hills and other problems mean many 
“ parents can't go out and buy every 
single toy” needed to help their 
retarded children.

Auto M ileage 
Data Slated 
For Stickers 


DETROIT (AP) — For the first 
time, consumers will be able to find out 
this fall what gasoline mileage they 
can expect from most new cars by 
looking at the sticker on vehicles in the 
showroom. 
General Motors joined Ford Motor 
Co. on Thursday in agreeing to 
voluntarily post the federal gasoline 
mileage test results on their 1975 
models, which debut next month. 
The Environmental 
Protection 
Agency prodded the automakers to 
participate in the voluntary program 
by threatening to seek federal 
legislation making it mandatory. 
Chrysler Corp. hasn’t decided yet 
whether it will go along with the 
nation’s two largest automakers. 
American Motors has refused to post 
the federal figures, saying it disagrees 
with the federal test system. 
AMG’ has complained that the EPA ’s 
test procedures do not produce results 
that reflect the kind of mileage the 
average driver would get. The EPA 
rates fuel economy on the same 
laboratory equipment used to measure 
exhaust emissions. AMC and others 
have argued that actual road tests 
would provide more accurate mileage 
figures than laboratory testing. 
But the large majority of domestic 
models will contain the sticker in­ 
formation, and at least six importers, 
including Toyota, Aston Martin, 
British Ivyland, Bricklin, BMW and 
Rolls Royce already have said they 
will participate in the program. 
A GM spokesman said the test 
procedures for 1975 models are an 
improvement over the 1974 methods 
and represent “ the best available way 
of doing mileage ratings.” EPA is the 
only government agency making 
gasoline mileage determinations. 
The new label information will go far 
beyond the vague statements included 
on stickers of Big Three cars during 
the current model year.

Do microwave ovens send out rays 
that are harmful?

Dear Mrs. G.: 
Frank Chappel and R. H. Wheater of 
the American Medical Association, 
recently released a bulletin about this 
problem. 
It seems that “ microwave ovens 
manufactured after October, 
1971, 
when new safety regulations went into 
effect, are highly unlikely to cause 
health problems.” 
They say that if you have one of the 
older models in your kitchen, stand at 
least a full arm’s length away while it 
is operating to be safe from radiating 
rays. The unit should be periodically 
serviced by authorized repairmen.

LYON, FRANCE - We are in a long 
train shed that features huge clocks 
hanging over platforms and a dozen 
tracks, all of which seem, ominously, 
to lead into a narrow tunnel. Lyon is a 
big city. It has two cathedrals, the 
Rhone River and its own patron saint. 
It could, I am certain, afford a wider 
tunnel. 
Our tickets are for the 
Lyon- 
Bordeaux Express. They are first 
class. We will see the French coun­ 
tryside. My wife is not worried about 
the 12 tracks melting into two because 
she feels “ the men” figure these 
things. In addition, she is unworried 
about the fact that Bordequx is only 275 
miles west, and yet the timetable 
shows that our first-class train will 
leave at ll: 15 a.m. and arrive at 8 p.m. 
My chubby little host, M. Paul 
Goiffon, could jog it in that time. The 
train sneaks in the far end of the 
.station and dispatchers holler an in­ 
terminable list of cities, ending with 
“ Bordeaux.” 
The cars are gleaming yellow. We 
enter, as they do in spy movies, 
through a compartment door. There 
are six seats. Three face three. Mrs. 
James Mahoney smiles. It’s the one 
she wears to funerals. 
The train starts smoothly. It moves 
toward the tunnel fearlessly. Overhead 
signals switch from red to yellow to 
green. First-class compartments do 
not have lights in black tunnels. When 
we emerge into sunlight, we glance at 
each other suspiciously. Who has the 
secret papers now? 
There is a lot to the French coun­ 
tryside. Farms blur by the window. 
The hills are pale D-cups. The turbo­ 
electric locomotive snaps past little 
crossing gates with warning bells that 
diminish a half tone. 
Then it stops. Or, rather, it slides to a 
stop. Then it starts. The sun, which had 
been keeping pace with the center of 
the window, is now ahead of us. The 
train stops. Starts. In our seats, we 
start, stop. We try gin rummy. It is not 
easy to keep score in a dozen tunnels. 
Marilee Mahoney curls up and 
dozes. Jimmy, the scourge of Santa 
Clara 
University, 
stretches his 
basketball legs across the com­ 
partment. He folds his arms. It’s 
nighty-night. 
His father stares grimly out the 
corridor window. 
Jim Mahoney 
suspects the French may hold out a 
few railroad stations on us. My flut­ 
tering fear is the opposite. We stop. 
The sign says “ Vichy.” 
This is where the French govern­ 
ment fled under Petain while the 
Germans boozed it up in Paris. It is

Something is wrong. No it isn’t. The 
train is now going backward, cleaving 
the hills, rocking on the tracks, 
causing billions of small pink and blue 
wildflowers to shudder along the right 
of way. 
The Mahoney kids are hungry. We 
call the conductor. He speaks no 
English. My wife majored in French, 
so she makes eating motions with her 
hands. He says “ Ahhh!” and calls 
someone who speaks Pidgin English. 


There is no dining car on this first- 
class train. If we are hungry, we may 
pay the conductor and he will radio 
ahead for a vendor to meet us with six 
lunches at another railroad station. We 
curse him in good English with smiles. 
The train hurries down mountains, 
then reverses itself and creeps up the, 
other side of a hill on hands and knees. 
The sun is on the far side of the car. 
Somewhere near Qermont-Ferrand 
we stop. It occurs to me that this 
engineer has an A-plus in stopping. 


All French workmen wear royal blue 
jackets. The restaurateur holds our 
lunches against his jacket. Each is 
wrapped in wax paper. Inside is a roll. 
a slice of ham with running water, 
Dijon mustard, a piece of fatigued beef 
the size of an airmail stamp, brittle 
cookies and a tiny bottle of wine. 
The women think it is “ quaint.” 
After the first sniff, I understand why 
the French talk through their nose. 
The rattler rattles on. 


Manhoney speaks once. He is our 
resident Carthusian monk. “ How 
many times we go backward?” 
“ Four,” I say. “ Five,” he says. 
“ Think,” I say, “ if it was five we are 
heading back to Lyon.” “ Yeah,” he 
says with rare sagacity. “ Gotta be an 
even number.” 
At dusk, the first-class train creeps 
across two branches of the Garoone 
River and hides in a big dismal ter­ 
minal. We will spend the night in the 
Normandie Hotel. This is an old 
sailors’ port. I am in no mood to meet 
an old sailor, or even an old engineer. 
We hungered to see the French 
countryside, the village people, the 
dusty grapes, the real France. We 
came, we saw, we were conquered . ..

Miners May 
March On 
Statehouse 


ST. CLAIRSVILLE, Ohio (AP) - 
United Mine Workers of District 16 say 
they will decide Sunday afternoon 
whether to march on the .statehouse in 
Columbus on Monday. 
District 6 vice president Art Nelms 
said miners will also vote if they want 
to continue the strike that has kept 
about 2,200 miners idle since Thurs­ 
day. 
The wildcat walkout is a result of a 
year-long dispute between miners and 
the Bureau of Mines over a foreman 
who was the central figure in a West 
Virginia mine accident last year. 
The miners contend that Denzil 
Carpenter, is still in a supervisory 
position because the bureau has not yet 
decided if it will revoke his foreman’s 
license. 
“ They had a hearing on the case 
exactly one year ago and they still 
haven’t handed down a definite 
decision," Nelms said. "W e’re not 
trying to deprive a man of a living. We 
just want to know if he could legally 
hold that position."

Carpenters Seeking Wage Hikes 


CHICAGO (AP) — The nations 
carpenters, trying to beat inflation, 
are going after contracts containing 
pay hikes of 12 to 14 per cent and 
maybe even more, building industry 
sources say. 
And such wage settlements, they 
report, will mean another jump in the 
cost of new homes, since carpentry 
takes one of the biggest slices of all 
singlefamily homebuilding costs. 
“ We’re concerned now," said Robert 
Sheehan, an official of the the National 
Association of Home Builders, at the 
annual convention of the United Broth­ 
erhood of Carpenters and Joiners. 
“ There’s no doubt wages are going 
higher. We see fears of inflation being 
reflected already in some of the settle 
ments." 
Union officials and workman in­ 
terviewed defend their wagv- scales, 
saying 
they 
have 
contributed 


relatively little to the inflationary 
pressure on homebuilding costs which 
have risen 40 per cent since 1969. 


The high wages are justified, say 
union officials, by seasonal layoffs in 
the construction industry which are 
aggravated this year by a housing 
slump. 


George Meany, AFI/-CIO president, 
told the 2,500 delegates at the con­ 
vention’s wrapup on Friday that 
unions must seek higher wages and 
cost-of-living escalators because of the 
the Nixon administration’s failure to 
stop inflation.

Their hourly wages range from $5.25 
in Charleston, S.C., to $12.35 in New 


York City. The average national wage 
in urban areas is $9.41.

A dredging operation is now under 
way at Rocky Fork I .ake. DNR is 
deepening the channel at the east end 
of the lake to a depth of eight feet to 
provide a better passageway for the 
larger boats. 
Rocky Fork State Park is 47 miles 
east of Cincinnati, IOO miles southeast 
of Circleville, 60 miles southeast of 
Dayton and seven miles east of 
Hillsboro, just off U.S. 50.

Demos Mum On State Surplus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Majority 
Democrats in the Ohio House had little 
to say for the record about a state 
budget surplus categorically denied by 
the administration of Gov. John J. 
Gilligan as late as two weeks before it 
was announced. 


An exception was veteran Rep. 
Thomas 
P. 
G ilm artin, 
D-51 
Youngstown, who emerged from a 
Democratic caucus at the recent one- 
day legislative budget session saying 
he was less than happy. 


He said he and others were em­ 
barrassed by the $80.5 million surplus. 
“The caucus agreed with me that we 
are going to have to be better in­ 
formed,” he told The Associated 
Press. “We’re going to have to have 
more accurate information and know 
exactly what is going on.” 
On the other side of the political 
fence, Gilligan and his financial ad­ 
visers received a bit of understanding 
from a Republican lame duck senator 
who habitually carries an electronic 
calculator in his pocket. 
“They could not have knowii there 
was going to be a surplus as late as 
May,” said Sen. Howard C. Cook, R-l 
Toledo. 
Cook, who was defeated in the May 
primary in his bid for re-election, 
quickly added: “It’s still a case of bad 
fiscal management.” 


Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
acting Senate minority leader, is a 
m ild-m annered college educator 
heading up party troops during the 
illness of Sen. Anthony 0. Calabrese, 
D-22 Geveland. 
But, he displayed animosity unusual 
for him during debate on the state’s 
supplemental appropriations bill. 
He resented, he said, implications 
that Gov. John J. Gilligan “told us 
what to do" during deliberations of a 
conference committee that ground out 
a compromise on the spending bill. 
“No one dictated to the Democrats 
on the committee and if they had tried 
they would have been told what they 
could do,” Ocasek told the Senate. 
‘ He also accused Sen. Richard G. 
Reichel, R-29 Massillon, of being in­ 
consistent in voting against the $124 
million appropriations measure. 
Ocasek said Reichel voted favorably 
^une ll when Senate Republicans 
passed an $81.7 million appropriations 
bill “without even knowing for sure 
that there was going to be a surplus.”

Hanging on the outside of the 52-story 
Terminal Tower, Paul Flannery thinks 
sometimes “on a real clear day” he 
can see the Canadian shoreline 60 
miles across I^ake Erie. 
Not that Flannery, who has been 
washing windows in high places for 27 
of his 57 years, spends much time 
gazing at the scenery. 
“You have to keep your wits about 
you," he said, talking to a reporter 
outside the penthouse suite 20 stories 
up on the Republic building, a part of 
the Terminal complex in downtown 
Cleveland. 
Flannery offers some tips for win­ 
dow washers. 
In the winter when sharp, cold winds 
are blowing, it helps to have alcohol in 
the water but not in your system. 
“You have to keep your mind on 
what you’re doing. One mistake, you 
know....” Flannery raised his sand- 
colored eybrows, flashed a smile and 
glanced at the railroad tracks more 
than 20 stories below. 
Flannery, who works for ITT 
Building Services, had a warning 
about sills, too. Those made of poured 
concrete aren’t very reliable. 
He recalled having a concrete sill 
disappear from under him while he 
was working at a hotel during World 
War IL 
"I hooked on one hook and stepped 
out and the whole sill fell off,” he said. 
“It hit the ballroom roof and just pow­ 
dered. 
“The Navy was using the building at 
the time and the Waves were eating 
lunch. Some of them thought we’d been 
bombed.” 
The one hook on his safety belt saved 
him. 
There are stone sills on the 4,200 
windows of the Republic, Midland and 
Guildhall buildings where Flannery 
and his partner, Joe Zadravac, now 
work, but a few of them are terra cot­ 
ta, said Flannery. 
“It’s like marble,” he said. “When 
it’s wet ifs like glass. Your foot hits it 
and it can go whoosh.” His hand shot 
out to demonstrate how fast a foot can 
go on a wet terra cotta sill. 
Flannery said that was the type of 
sill on the Terminal Tower window 
where Zadravec’s brother. John, 46, 
was working when he fell 12 stories to 
his death Aug. 17, 1970. 
Flannery and his partner start 
crawling out windows at 4 a.m. daily 
and finish 80 to IOO windows a day. By 
12:30 p.m. Flannery is ready to head 
back to suburban Independence to 
mow his acre of grass or work in his 
garden. 
In the summertime there are “some 
terrific volleyball games” with his 
wife, Betty, and the children still living 
at home. Four of his seven children 


have finished college, three with 
master’s degrees. 
Weekends Flannery plays tenor sax 
in a small band. It was the sax, he said, 
which led indirectly to a window- 
washing career. That and the loss of 
his left eye in a shooting accident in 
Pittsburgh that kept him out of the 
Army when the other band members 
went into the Armed Forces during 
World War II. 
“My guitar player’s uncle owned a

HO VELAND , Ohio (AP) - Auto 
theft no longer is one of the admission 
requirements to enter Ohio’s only 
aviation mechanics training program 
for high school students. 
Until the mid-1960s, the only high 
school level courses in Ohio were 
taught at the Chillicothe Correctional 
Institute. 
But now, interested law-abiding 
students will find more programs open 
to them when Cleveland’s new $3.1 
million facility opens this fall east of 
the Burke-Ixikefront Airport on I-ike 
Erie. 
About 60,000 square feet of hangar 
and workshop space will be devoted to 
turning out "A&P" — airframe and 
power plant — mechanics, said the 
school’s main supporter, Dr. Donald V. 
Healas. 
Healas, the city’s vocational and 
technical education director, came to 
Cleveland in 1969 from Detroit, where 
one of the country’s first aviation high 
schools was built. 
"We felt this was a good time to offer 
this kind of specialized training," 
Healas said. “ Young people respond 
quickly to new ideas, and despite a 
brief setback due to the fuel shortage, 
the aviation industry is growing." 
The Aviation Mechanics Journal 
estimated last fall that the nation’s 
need for trained A&P personnel will 
jump 80 per cent in the next IO years, 
Healas says. The U. S. Department of 
I.abor reported 130,000 A&P personnel 
in 1973. 
The training program at Chillicothe 
was transferred to the Columbus 
Technical Institute, but the courses 
are offered only on the post-high school 
level. That makes the new Cleveland 
facility the first in the state to ex­ 
clusively offer mechanics training to 
high school students. 
Some vocational schools offer 
training programs in addition to their 
other courses. 
John Cornett, of the state’s division 
of aviation called such schooling "vital 
to the aviation industry." 
“ Ifs changing every day, becoming 
more and more technical," Cornett 


said. "1110 only way to get it before 
was under an apprenticeship basis." 
The Cleveland facility has picked 
Gary Redmond, 44, former assistant 
professor of aviation training at 
Vincennes (IndianaI University for its 
coordinator of aviation careers. 
Graduating students will be able to 
repair and maintain nearly everything 
on an airplane and should be able to 
pass the stiff FAA license exam, 
Redmond says. 
"The goal of the school is to enable 
its students to earn a living," he said. 
"We want them enployable when they 
graduate." 
Clare Kosbab, director of en­ 
gineering at the Columbus Technical 


Institute, said the school has had IOO 
per cent success in placing its students 
following completion of the training 
program. 
The school has a capacity for 200 
students, with 35 currently enrolled.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A con­ 
troversial land sale involving the state 
Department of Natural Resources 
comes up for scrutiny today by a 
legislative committee. 
A group of lawmakers, members of 
finance committees of both houses, 
wants to know the details of a sale of 
land between the department and one 
of its employes, William Solomon. 
Solomon, curator of the state- 
operated Malabar Farm, sold the state 
a two-thirds acre parcel of land ad­ 
joining the farm for $27,678. 
Solomon said he’d bought the 
property a year earlier for 22,500. 
Department Director William Nye 
has defended the sale, saying Solomon 
only did it to hold the land for the state 
until the state could afford to purchase 
it. 
Solomon did not make a profit on the 
sale, Nye said, explaining that the 
several thousand dollars difference 
represents the taxes, mortage interest, 
closing costs, 
insurance and im­ 
provements on the property. 
In fact, Nye claims Solomon may

Ohio water haulers say orders from 
the state’s rural residents have 
jumped in the past month, in some 
cases tripled, because of the lack of 
rainfall. 
Teresa Donohoe, a dispatcher for 
her father’s part tune water hauling 
business in Chillicothe, said that 
between Sunday and Thursday they’ve 
delivered IOO loads of water to rural 
families in a 15 to 20 mile radius. 
“W* usually average 50-75 loads rn 
seven days,” Miss Donohoe said. 
“We’re 
not getting to many new 
customers, but our regulars are using 
a lot more water.” 
Miss Donohoe said most customers 
need the water to fill their wells and 
cisterns. 
“ People here get water by catching 
ram when it falls,” an Ashland dealer 
said. “When it doesn’t rain, they don’t 
have water.” 
Margaret Allen, owner of Allen’s 
Water Service in Waverly, Ohio, said 
her two 1,000-gallon tank trucks have 
been running continuously the past few 
weeks. 
“We’ve serviced 15-18 families today 
when we usually average five or six,” 
she said. “ Many people who used to 
call for water every two weeks or so 


arc now calling us every week.” 
Most water haulers say they get 
between $15 and $25 for a truckload. 
The price, they said, depends on the 
capacity of the truck, usually 1,000 to 
2,000 gallons, and how far they have to 
deliver. 
A spokesman for the Chillicothe city 
water authority said the city charges 
private haulers 20 cents a gallon. 
Bill Green, an Orient, Ohio, water 
hauler, said he gets about $20 for each 
of the five loads he delivers daily. 
“ It just doesn’t seem right for people 
to have to pay for water,” Green said. 
He added that until the drought he 
delivered only one or two loads a day. 
Medina water hauler Paul Steingass 
agreed that he’s “never been busier.”

The youngsters came to Minnesota, 
the Dakotas and Wisconsin June 28 via 
a project sponsored by the Hibbing, 
Minn., Rotary’ Club, to help them 
escape the ProtestantCatholic violence 
which has plagued Northern Ireland. 
Marie, a summer guest of the Joe 
Jacobs family of Maple Plain, Minn., 
was not the only one who didn’t relish 
returning home. But some expressed 
concern for relatives. 
"IT I be kind of glad to get home 
because I miss my sisters," said 
Jackie Scarsfield, IO. She added, "But 
America’s fantastic." 
They return home Aug. 12. 


FDA Blamed 
For Delaying 
Drug Approval 


CHICAGO (A P) — Americans who 
suffer high blood pressure are being 
deprived of drugs found helpful in 
treatment of the disease in Great 
Britain, according to an editorial in a 
leading medical magazine. 
The editorial in this month’s Journal 
of the American Medical Association 
blames 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration for delaying approval 
of these drugs, even though they have 
been found safe and effective by the 
British. 
The editorial was written by Dr. 
Edward R. Freis, a senior medical 
investigator 
at 
the 
Veterans 
Adm inistration 
Hospital 
in 
Washington, D.C. 
The American Heart Association 
reports that more than 23 million 
Americans have high blood pressure — 
hypertension — and 60,000 die annually 
from its effects. 
Freis says the British have allowed 
use of three new drugs for treatment of 
hypertension 
— 
bethanidine, 
debrisoquine 
and 
propranolol 
hydrochloride. 
Applications for the approval of 
these drugs for treatment of hyper­ 
tension were submitted “ many years 
ago” to the FDA, he says. 
But the FD A disapproved de­ 
brisoquine, and has not acted upon the 
other two, he said. The agency says 
there is lack of sufficient evidence that 
the drugs are effective, Freis wrote. 
"The withholding of approval of 
useful new drugs in the cardiovascular 
field has been glaringly apparent for at 
least ten years," Freis says.

(A P) - Beady 
eyes peer from flowercovered pools 
where Ed Froehlich raises 1,000 
alligators and waits for the day when 
killing them will bi' legal. 
He moves carefully when he’s near 
the hungry gators. He says they would 
as soon bite off his leg as not. 
" I ’ve got all I can do to jump out of 
the truck, throw them a couple buckets 
of fish and jump back in again," 
Froehlich says of the late summer 
feeding frenzies of the 4-to 12-foot 
adults. 
Froehlich started his alligator farm 
in 1966 on the assumption the law 
eventually will change so he can 
slaughter the reptiles for their leather. 
He raises them on part of his 2,500- 
acre cattle ranch in Palm Beach 
County and last year pumped $10,000 
into the project. 
Froehlich, one of the few licensed 
alligator farmers in Florida, has 15 
acres of pens and ponds for the rep­ 
tiles. He feeds the baby gators every 
other day with 60 to 80 pounds of 
chicken necks — skinned, dusted with 
a vitamin supplement and ground into 
mush. The grownups get a ton or more 
of mullet and a few’ cattle — hide and 
all — every’ two weeks. 
Froehlich credits the food for his 


success at alligator farming and 
reports the hatch of 338 little gators 
last year. He says, "Gators are like 
anybody else. They need variety." 
In the United States, it’s illegal to kill 
alligators except during tightly con­ 
trolled hunting seasons in louisiana. 
Federal law forbids transportation of 
alligator skins or products across state 
lines. 
There is no indication the law will be 
changed soon but Froehlich says 
changes are inevitable. 
" It ’s a thing that’s going to come and 
I ’d like to be on the ground floor," he 
savs.

bars 
and 
clubs 
as a 
prostitute. 
However, she says she does not 
entice the men and that there is no 
arrest unless the man offers her 
money and they leave the bar. 
“ I wasn’t even looking for a girl,” 
the student said. “ I saw this girl alone
